Looking at the pictures of you as little kids is an amazing glimpse into 
the past - your past. It is difficult to visualize someone who is now over six feet 
tall, who weighs over 200 pounds, ever being so little. It is difficult to visualize | 
that awkward little girl in a picture growing into the mature, bright, challenging 
and assertive young woman I see on campus today.

I have watched you struggle (as you are | 
supposed to do) as you have had to set your personal limits - limits on | — 
consumption and on behavior. I have watched some relationships begin, 
struggle, flourish and then die and other friendships have flourished and grown 
into relationships. I remember some people last summer after they were | — 
presenters on POW regretting that they did not go on POW when they were 
freshmen - their rationale at the time was “‘we were too cool to do something | 
like that” and they were probably right. If they had gone on POW as entering | 
freshmen with that attitude it would not have been a good experience for them. 
You have entertained us on the stage, played for us on the ice, the fields and 
the court, worked with us on service projects, frustrated us, challenged us, 
shared with us, and learned with us. 

I have watched quietly as the tears flowed and many of you learned that | — 
life isn‘t always fair and that reality hurts and hurts deeply but yousurvivedand | — 
grew out of that pain. And I will never again hear Amazing Grace sung and not 
think of Craig Mitchell. I have watched you struggle and gain strength from 
your friends as some of you have fought the urge to leave because it seemed | 
to be impossible for you to be true to yourselves and remain here - but you did 
and we are better off because of you. We have all been challenged to confront 
some of our old ideas - our own racism, our own sexism, our own homophobia 
and our ethnocentricism as you asked and in some cases demanded that we 
change and we are better off because of you. 

You will leave here with some scars, some pain and some wonderful 
memories. We will not see some of you again. You will become names in 
Founders Hall as you send in information about marriages, births and career 
changes. Others will never really leave St. Michael‘s or us and will continue 
to be part of our lives. Many of you will send your children to this college. 
Certainly there will be changes as there must be but the memories and the 
laughter will not soon be forgotten, nor should they be. I hope that your time 
here at St. Michael ‘s has taught you about life, about the world around you and, 
most of all, about yourself. Please take advantage of what you have learned, 
both in and out of the classroom, and use that knowledge to make this world 
better- we need you to do that. 

Life is too short to take yourself too seriously. Please continue to enjoy 
life, to risk, to stretch yourselves to your limits, to grow, to question, to 
challenge, to cry, to hug, to trust, to believe in yourselves - all those things you 
learned to do here at St. Michael‘s and thanks for letting us share in your life.
